The Board of Trustees of the Bryn Mawr Hospital 
present for your information their Thirteenth Annual 
Report, and at the same time avail themselves of the 
opportunity to express their sincere thanks for the con- 
stant interest and generous support of the many friends 
and well-wishers of the Hospital, and above all to grate- 
fully recognize the beneficent influence of a kind Provi- 
dence in its assistance in rendering successful their efforts 
in behalf of suffering humanity.

Attention is especially called to this summary as show- 
ing that dtiring the current year four hundred and sixty- 
three patients were admitted to the Hospital — ^an increase 
of ninety over the previous year — and that five hundred 
and fifty additional patients were treated in the Out- 
Patient Department — ^an increase of three hundred and 
twenty-five over the preceding year.

The Abstract of Cases treated and operations performed, 
which furnishes information as to their nature and 
character, will be found attached to this Report. 



During the year such renovations, repairs, and im- 
provements as were requisite to keep the Hospital up 
to the highest standard of efficiency and to add to the 
comfort and safety of the patients have from time to 
time been made imder the personal supervision of the 
Trustees on duty for the time being. Among the more 
important of these may be mentioned the installation 
of a modem hydraulic plunger elevator, running from 
the basement to the top floor ; the erection of a complete 
system of fire escapes on the outside of the Hospital; 
the painting of the walls and ceilings of the free wards 
and rooms, and the replastering, retiling, and painting 
of the lavatories in the Garrett Memorial Wing; the 
placing of storm windows on the entire North side of the 
Hospital; the protection of all steam pipes in the base- 
ment with asbestos covering; the installation of larger 
circulating boilers connected with the range and hot- 
water heater, thereby increasing the hot water supply 
of the entire Hospital ; the laying of new floors in kitchen 
and living rooms in basement, and lining the walls and 
ceilings of these rooms with lumber, thereby greatly 
increasing their comfort and healthfulness ; the placing 
of a large and modem range in the kitchen, and a new 
water sterilizing apparatus in the operating room, and 
the installation of a complete intercommunicating tele- 
phone system with ten stations, including portable re- 
ceivers, in the private rooms. 

Your Trustees report that the Pathological Labora- 
tory, for the building of which the fimds were provided 
by the Medical Staff as a gift to the Hospital, was com- 
pleted in April last, and about to be accepted by the 
Trustees, and that it is most thorough in all its appoint- 
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ments, and forms a most valuable adjunct to the useful- 
ness of the Hospital; also that the Training School for 
Nurses, which was started in February, 1905, is now in 
successful operation, having twelve pupils divided into 
two classes, who receive systematic instruction in theo- 
retical and practical nursing work. Full information 
as to the rules and requirements of this school will be 
found attached to this Report. 

Owing to the difficulty of the nurses passing between 
the Nurses' Home to the Hospital in stormy weather 
and at night, a contract has been let for the erection of 
an enclosed covered passageway or cloister between the 
two buildings, which will be of sufficient size to permit 
of it being used by convalescents in rolling chairs. 

The Trustees have also authorized the making of a 
lawn tennis court in the grounds of the Hospital, deem- 
ing it to be a most excellent thing for the recreation and 
physical exercise of the nurses and pupils. 

Your Trustees report that in spite of the most care- 
ful supervision and great care exercised in the admis- 
sion of patients, a case of scarlet fever developed last 
November in a surgical patient, who was at once isolated 
in the most remote room of the wing; thereby prevent- 
ing any further spread of the disease. Also that in May 
last a case supposed to be typhoid fever, in the person 
of a colored servant residing at Haverford, was, some 
days after admission, suspected to be small-pox, and the 
Hospital was promptly quarantined by the State Board 
of Health, which had been at once notified. Several 
consultations were held by the physicians of that Board, 
but it was nearly two weeks before they were able to pos- 
itively pronounce that it was small-pox. In the mean- 



time the Hospital was ordered to isolate the patient in 
some building away from the Hospital, and most for- 
tunately your Trustees were able to secure, through the 
kindness of the owner, the building opposite the Hospital, 
formerly the old Whitehall Station, which, being well 
isolated, met with the approval of the representatives 
of the State Board of Health, and the patient was moved 
there, being accompanied by Dr. Sharpe, our resident 
physician, and a trained nurse from the Municipal Hos- 
pital in Philadelphia; and after the Physicians of the 
State Board of Health had decided that the disease was 
small-pox, the authorities of the Municipal Hospital 
promptly and kindly sent their ambulance and removed 
the patient to that institution. The services of Dr. J. S. 
Sharpe can not be too highly commended, and, in fact, 
the self-sacrificing and plucky manner in which the emer- 
gency was met by our Superintendent, Miss Eleanor 
Wharton Wood, and all the employees of the Hospital 
was most admirable, and merits the highest praise. 

Owing to the strict quarantine enforced, the Annual 
Meeting of our members and contributors could not be 
held at the Hospital on June nth, but had to be post- 
poned until July 9th. The stated monthly meeting of 
the Trustees was held in Philadelphia, when the action 
of the Trustees in leasing the old Whitehall Station, for 
use in an emergency, for a term of three years, at a nom- 
inal rental, was unanimously confirmed by the full 
Board, and a formal lease has been duly executed. 

Your Trustees report that they have been notified 
that under the will of Mrs. Louisa H. Lyons, a legacy 
of $1000 was given to Dr. George S. Gerhard for use in 
manner deemed best by him for the use and maintenance 
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of the Bryn Mawr Hospital, and that testatrix also de- 
vised her residuary estate to the Hospital, subject to a 
life estate at present outstanding; same to be used for 
the fotmding of two beds, one to be a memorial to her 
deceased husband to be used as far as practicable for the 
benefit of clergymen and their fandlies; and the other 
as a memorial to her mother, Mrs. Mary Hayden. This 
residuary estate is stated to be about $12,000.00. 

Also that under the will of Joseph E. Gillingham, there 
was given to the Hospital a legacy of $5,000.00 for 
founding a bed in the name of Clara D. Gillingham ; and 
also that G. Martin Brill, who died March 31st, 1906, by 
his will gave to the Hospital a legacy of $5,000.00. 

Your Trustees would also report the receipt of a dona- 
tion of $650.00 from Mrs. Allen Evans in memory of her 
mother, Mrs. Lewis. Also a gift from Mrs. Lindsay of 
$5,000.00, for the endowment of a free bed to be known 
as the John M. Lindsay bed. 

Yoxu* Trustees had cause for great anxiety over the 
constant overcrowding of the wards and free rooms, due 
to a great extent to the impossibility of refusing to admit 
emergency cases brought to the Hospital, feeling that to 
refuse permission to such cases would not only be in- 
human, but would probably produce fatal results. This 
matter has been carefully considered many times, and 
has resulted in a recommendation from a Committee of 
the Trustees that if the ftmds are obtainable, an addi- 
tional ward should be erected with as many floors as the 
present hospital, having ten free beds on each floor, and 
with porticos on the south side to be used for fresh air treat- 
ment of free convalescent patients. It is estimated that 
the sum of $120,000.00 would be sufficient for building 
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the proposed wards and sufficiently endowing them. 
Two subscriptions of $5,000 each have been offered by 
two of the Trustees as a beginning, conditional upon the 
balance being obtained. 

Your Trustees would report the death on October 
24th, 1905, of Mr. B. Frank Clyde, one of the most active 
and valuable members of the Board; the vacancy thus 
arising has since been filled by the election of Mr. Charl- 
ton Yamall ; also that Mr. Effingham B. Morris tendered 
his resignation as a Trustee on February 12th, 1906, and 
same was accepted most reluctantly; this vacancy has 
been filled by the election of Mr. William Hinckle Smith. 

Your Trustees would also report the acceptance, on 
January 8th, 1906, of the resignation of Dr. W. J. Mer- 
rill as resident physician, he having been tendered the 
appointment of head of the Josephine Widener Home 
for Crippled Children, in Philadelphia, and the election 
of Dr. John Semple Sharpe, who was most highly recom- 
mended, to fill the unexpired term ending July ist, 1906, 
and since then the election of Dr. J. K. Gordon as resi- 
dent physician for the new term commencing on that 
date. 

Your Trustees would again acknowledge with sincere 
thanks the always acceptable donations of garment and 
household linen from the Haverford, Bryn Mawr and 
Ardmore branches of the Needlework Guild, and also of 
most useful supplies from St. Mary's Church, Ardmore, 
and the Church of the Redeemer, Bryn Mawr; also the 
receipt of the many other donations in cash and in kind 
too numerous to recapitulate here, but which are fully 
set out in the lists of donations attached to this Report. 

Yowc Trustees desire again to express their hearty 
appreciation of the capable and efficient manner in which

our Superintendent, Miss Eleanor Wharton Wood, has 
filled the duties of her position and merited their entire 
confidence. 

Your Trustees desire to thank the Board of Lady- 
Managers for the thorough manner in which they have 
co-operated with them in the interests of the Hospital, 
and also to thank them for all they have done towards 
beautifying the grounds of the Hospital with shrubbery 
and plants. 

Also to express to the entire medical and surgical staffs 
of the hospital their sincere thanks for their earnest de- 
votion to the welfare of the hospital. 

The summaries furnished by the Treasurer which will 
be found in their appropriate places attached to this 
Report furnish details of expenses and receipts for the 
the fiscal year.
